The rate of regular three-y ear 
enlistment — 26 5,000 since last 
J une—has been so fav orable that 
officials are considering putting a 
“ ceiling” of 500,000 cn the num­ 
ber of enlisted men in the army 
There are 46 7 ,000 regulars now, 
the largest regular army in his­ 
tory . sinpe the World war force 
was a “ national army .” 
War department officials esti­ 
mated y esterday that the army ’s 
strength now is 1,003,500 officers 
and men, the highest since J une 
21, 19 19 when the 4,000,000 sol­ 
diers of the World war army 
were demobilized to 1,040,8 46 . 
The current break-down showed 
6 8 ,500 officers, including regulars, 
National Guard, and reserv es on 
activ e duty , and 9 35,000 men— 
46 7 ,000 regulars, 225,000 mobilized 
National Guardsmen, and 213,000 
selectiv e serv ice draftees. 
Celling Considered 
Many of the enlistments since 
last J une were needed to offset 
men 
completing 
their 
serv ice. 
Those losses ranged from 5000 to 
8 000 men monthly . If a “ ceiling” 
is imposed on the regular army , 
it was indicated that army re­ 
cruiting would be concentrated 
on 
obtaining replacements 
and 
sufficient men for the ex panding 
fly ing cadet program. 
The army recently enlarged its 
recruiting and induction serv ice 
by adding 8 31 men to its field 
staff to meet the ex panding re­ 
quirements of the selectiv e serv ­ 
ice and v olunteer programs. 
Need Fly ing Cadets 
A major task, officials said, is 
to see that there is a sufficient 
flow of men needed to assure the 
new goal of 30,000 fly ing cadets 
annually . It was enlarged recent­ 
ly from 23,9 00 cadets because of 
the increasing need for pilots. 
About 40 per cent of the fliers 
are “ washed out” before becom­ 
ing full fledged pilots. 
•Because of the limited educa­ 
tional field for selecting cadets, 
who are paid $7 5 monthly , and 
because of the fact that the Nav y 
is undertaking a similar large- 
scale program, officials said that 
it is one of their “ big worries.”

RATING THE FIVE-YEAR-OLD 
“Our five-year-old is to go to 
school soon. 
Just w hat ought a 
child th at age know, or be able 
to do, to measure up with the 
others in the group ?” 
There are so many differences 
in five-year-old children that one 
could not answer 
that 
question 
readily and accurately. But there 
are some general accomplishments 
that m ight reasonably be expect­ 
ed from them. 
All these children should be 
able to give their names clearly, 
their father’s full name, the home 
address including house number 
and street, and if possible, the 
telephone, number.

cludes the man-p ower needed for 
the bomber p arts p rog ram w'hich 
will require 107,000 workers for

daily.

"C H R I S T I A N I T Y A S OLD A S THE 


C R E A T I O N” 
The following are extracts from a talk I made 
before a Methodist Men’s Clu b at their monthly 
dinner meeting. 
Whether or not Christianity is as old as the 
creation depends u pon what one regards Chris­ 
tianity to mean. If the word “Christian” means 
something created from the New Testament as 
being divinely revealed by God and delivered 
throu gh inspiration, then Christianity is not as 
old as the creation. 
On the other hand, if Christianity means 
eternal, immu table, impersonal principles, with 
feat of legislation to au thorize an annu al ap- 
propriation of 51,500,000 for "the office of gov- tha ™phasis on the equ al rights and person- 
eminent reports," flat.lv charged that the office ! aIity of aI> I» °Ple everywhere, then Christianity 
was intended as an agency to impose a censor- ! is certainly as old as the creation. That is, since 
principles never change and things that were 
good and right for the welfare of man are the 
ship on news. 
Congressmen who spok e ou t against the big 
appropriation for the bu reau of government re­ 
ports declared that, in reality, it wou ld be a bu ­ 
reau of propaganda and added: “Su ch an office of 
reports wou ld provide an ideal method for im­ 
posing a complete and rigid censorship on every 
k ind of news, military and civil alik e.” The dis 
senting members of the Hou se committee then 
made this declaration of principle: “We do not 
believe the people of ou r cou ntry are prepared 
to accept the establishment of a potential min 
istry of propaganda. 
We do not believe they 
desire an agency for the concealment of facts or 
the ‘coloring’ of information. 
We believe that 
ou r nation does not desire and certainly does not 
need the creation of an official censorship.” 
We are several thou sand miles from the Wash­ 
ington scene and have no way of k nowing wheth­ 
er the drift toward setting u p a system of censor­ 
ship in the United States is as seriou s as some of 
the reports wou ld indicate. Bu t this we do k now 
-—that the American people have no need to be 
protected from the tru th. 
Jesu s once said: “Ye shall k now the Tru th 
and the Tru th shall mak e you free.” 
Conversely if we don’t k now the tru th we 
won’t be free. 


THEY’RE NOT FOOLED 
Thou sands u pon thou sands of boys are leav­ 
ing almost daily for training camps—to learn 
how to be soldiers. 
Ostensibly they are going for twelve months 
of training, bu t how many of them really think 
that they are coming home at the end of twelve 
months? Very, very few. 
We have talk ed to scores of boys already in 
training camps or soon to be called in the draft. 
They’re not being fooled. They all have the same 
thou ght and it’s: “we’re going to war!” 
And passage of the Lend-Lease bill by the 
Senate on Satu rday and its acceptance by the 
Hou se Tu esday ju st adds confirmation to the con­ 
viction these boys harbor in their breasts. 
Most of them reason this way: “if we are not 
actu ally in war at the end of ou r year of train­ 
ing, the President will declare that a state of 
emergency still exists and we'll be ordered to- 
remain in the service. 
This can go on indef­ 
initely and it probably will. We’re going to war 
ju st as su rely as the boys did who enlisted, and 
those who were drafted in 1917.” 
Anyone who has watched the u nreeling of the 
film in Washington is convinced that the govern­ 
ment is in the hands of a “war party.” And the 
head of the government who also heads that 
“war party” isn’t going to be satisfied with lend­ 
ing and leasing. 
He’s dru nk with power now. 
He has more dictatorial powers right now than 
Mu ssolini or any other Eu ropean war lord with 
the possible exception of Hitler. No he’s not go­ 
ing to be satisfied u ntil he has the same power 
Hitler has and then he’s going to lock horns with 
Hitler and endeavor to show the world he’s a 
greater man than Hitler. And how is he going 
to do this withou t sending ou r boys into actu al 
battle? 
The answer is obviou s and we repeat 
these boys going into training aren’t being fooled! 
No it’s not the boys who are fooled—it’s the 
people. 
If they hadn’t been fooled they wou ld 
have rebelled against the Lend-Lease bill and it 
never wou ld have passed.

President Roosevelt told his press interviewers 
Friday that he might create by execu tive order, a 
top labor board to deal with defense labor prob­ 
lems. 
He added that while he was not ready 
to describe it in detail, the new board wou ld be 
more than a mediation agency, wou ld have a wider 
field of action than the similar body of World 
ar days and wou ld consider long-range problems, 
lik e plant locations and work er migrations. 
Let u s have a defense labor mediation board, if 
the President think s existing boards and services 
are inadequ ate. Let it come qu ick ly by execu tive 
order rather than by the long detou r of legislation, 
if it mu st come. 
Bu t let the President not give it a roving com­ 
mission to remak e America while defense arma­ 
ment tak es its chances. 
Let him commission its 
members to mediate in specific labor dispu tes 
m each as it comes along. Let him tell it to hold 
to the one pu rpose of getting defense produ ction 
accomplished on terms as nearly fair to everyone 
concerned as the sweat of their brains can mak e 
them. 
That is job enou gh for any board. It will be hope­ 
lessly too mu ch for a board which attempts at the 
same time to tak e all k nowledge and all social re­ 
form for its province.

The following explanation of prayer is made 
by Mathew Tindal in his great book , “Christian­ 
ity as Old as Creation” pu blished in 1730. 
The Encyclopedia Britannica calls this book 
the Bible of Deism. I qu ote: 
“Deists’ ideas of prayer are different from 
Theists. 
Deists say that since God k nows be­ 
forehand what we will ask , prayer itself becomes 
a du ty chiefly, as it raises in u s a du e contem­ 
plation of the divine attribu tes, and an ack nowl­ 
edgment of his great and constant goodness, and 
serves to k eep u p a constant sense of ou r de­ 
pendence on him; and as it disposes u s to imi­ 
tate those perfections, we adore in him in being 
k ind and beneficent to one another. 
“There are few so gross as to imagine we can 
direct, by prayer, infinite wisdom in the dispen­ 
sation of Providence, or persu ade him to alter 
those laws he contrived before the fou ndation 
of the world for pu tting things in a regu lar 
cou rse.” 
Prayer, consequ ently, according to the Deist, 
tends to k eep men hu mble and mak e them realize 
the oneness of mank ind and the helplessness of 
man when he does not respect the equ al rights 
of all other hu man beings. 
Disin terested Lo ve 
Continu ing Mathew Tindal’s qu otation: 
“In short, the worship God requ ires, is either 
for his own sak e, which su pposes his happiness 
some way or other depends on it; or *else for 
the sak e of 
men, to raise and k eep in the minds 
the contemplation of an infinitely good being, 
and of his laws, all fou nded on a disinterested 
love to the whole race of mank ind. To imagine 
the worship of God is ordain’d on any other ac­ 
cou nt, not only destroys one of the greatest mo­ 
tives of men’s doing good to one another; bu t 
su pposes God not su fficient for, or infinitely hap­ 
py in himself; bu t su bject to the passions of am­ 
bitions and vain-gloriou s mortals.” 
No New Du ties 
“The end of Christ’s coming, seems not to 
teach men new du ties, bu t (repentance being the 
first thing preach’d by him and his Apostles 
both to Jews and Gentiles) to repent of the 
breach of k nown du ties. And Jesu s does not say, 
he was sent to all Israel, bu t to the lost sheep 
of the Hou se of Israel; and that the Son of Man 
is come to save that which was lost; and his 
parable abou t the lost sheep, su ppos’d all were 
not lost. And when it was objected to him, that 
he k ept company with sinners, he owns the charge, 
and says, The whole need no physician, bu t 
they that are sick ; which wou ’d have been an 
improper answer, if he thou ght all stood in need 
of him, and his spiritu al physick . 
And to con­ 
firm this, he adds, I am not come to call the 
righteou s, bu t sinners to repentance; and that 
there’s more joy in Heaven for one sinner that 
repents, than ninety-nine ju st persons that neeij 
no repentance.” 
S O,000 Texts 
As to the difficu lty of k nowing whether or not 
a Christian gu ided by one of the New Testament 
has the right text, Tindal qu otes Dr. Bently as 
saying that there were over 30,000 best editions 
of the New Testament, when “Christianity as 
Ola as Creation” was written 211 years ago; that, 
at the time of Qu een Elizabeth, practically all 
the texts set forth predestination and those who 
dared to oppose this interpretation were thrown 
into prison till they learned better.

PLUNDERER ETHICS IN 
DEFENSE INDUSTRIES 


Strik es in defense indu stries are 
so common today that they have 
ceased to be news. 
Under labor

labor away from peace time in­ 
du stry and thereby forcing on 
them higher costs that many of 
them may not be able to meet. To 
cripple normal indu stries at a time 
lik e the present by forcing on 
them costs that cannot be shifted 
is seriou s and hazardou s to gen­ 
eral welfare, since efficiency in 
defense is dependent on efficiency 
in the indu stries that mu st su p­ 
port defense. 
It is incu mbent on those who fix 
the higher wages in defense to 
k eep them at the minimu m con­ 
sistent with high efficiency. This 
principle is based on the fact that 
the whole enormou s cost of de­ 
fense mu st be borne by the con­ 
su mer taxpayers.

The show consists 
of an exhibit, bearing the fancy 
title of “Econorama,” and

tu rer. 
It is financed 
by James 
D. 
Mooney, 
General 
Motors 
vice 
president, who for many 
years 
was head of the company’s over­ 
seas division in Germany. Gen­ 
eral 
Motors has nothing to do 
with the show; 
it is entirely 
Mooney’s baby except for the floor 
space generou sly provided by the 
Commerce Department. 
Gist of “Econorama,” 
a flashy 
exhibit of charts, graphs, lights 
and glass jars containing vari­ 
colored waters, is that the U. S. 
shou ld adopt German produ ction 
methods and labor policies. With 
it goes a remark able spiel. 
The lectu rer is Thomas M. Mc- 
Neice, an easy-talk ing, personable 
you ng man, who can expou nd in­ 
definitely on the failings of the 
U. S. economic system, and 
who is 
not averse to slipping in an oc­ 
casional plu g, by 
contrast, 
for 
German methods. Talk ing on the 
defense program, he declared that 
the way to speed it u p was to tak e 
a leaf from the Nazis by cu tting

NEW YORK, Mar. 11.—It is 
natu ral to wonder what motive 
the national administration may 
have in helping the u nions to 
rou nd u p vast nu mbers of citi­ 
zens u nder their ru le as su b-gov 
ernments. My idea is that with 
the decline of the several states as 
su b-u nits, thank s to the apathy 
and civic weariness of the people 
and reck lessness of politicians, it 
is intended to promote the u nions 
to a position of established and 
recognized au thority in the 
na 
tion. 
We are going throu gh an evolu ­ 
tion and the states are decaying 
rapidly. Their decline is ou tward 
ly apparent, bu t the invisible de­ 
cay is more seriou s. 
For eight 
years they have been preying on 
on.e another throu gh their sena­ 
tors and representatives, and their 
governors have been bu sting into 
Washington to hack 
off 
living 
hu nk s of the flesh of the whole 
u nion to throw to their ravenou s 
constitu ents back home as politi­ 
cal bait. 
These pu blic men boast prou d­ 
ly, 
if 
thou ghtlessly, 
of 
the 
amou nts which they have been 
able to wangle ou t of the nation­ 
al treasu ry, and the people have 
never pau sed to reflect the “gu v— 
ment” is, after all, only the whole 
body of all the states. The states 
have defau lted their responsibili­ 
ties and the federal government 
has eagerly assu med them, 
and 
each su ch defau lt has redu ced by 
ju st that mu ch the 
independent 
power of the state and enhanced 
by that mu ch the central power 
of the national government. 
The states have even abdicated 
their exclu sive local du ty to pu n­ 
ish embezzlers, and the depart­ 
ment of ju stice has tu rned the 
federal cou rts into police cou rts 
to deal with su ch trash u nder the 
revenu e act, the postal laws, the 
Sherman act and an old act cov­ 
ering conspiracies to steal elec­ 
tions. 
Now the u nions are, 
by and 
large, a little worse, normally, 
than the state governments, bu t 
their present power, thou gh great, 
is petty compared with the power 
which they wou ld possess if the 
big organizations 
wou ld settle 
their feu d and consolidate. This 
they eventu ally will do, and fed­ 
eral laws ox- policies will be adopt­ 
ed bringing them u nder 
federal 
control. They will co-operate with 
the government, bu t indu stry will 
obey. 
With 20 million 
work ers, 
a 
feasible figu re, enrolled in the 
u nions, these organizations wou ld 


rank before the states in nation­ 
al influ ence. It mu st be k ept in 
mind that this government pre­ 
fers class grou ps to geographical 
u nits. 
We will not have in congress 
“the gentleman from the teach­ 
ers’ u nion” or 
“the 
gentleman 
from the carpenters” instead of 
“the gentleman from Illinois” or 
“Alabama.” They will not , wear 
their u nion tags, bu t 
they will 
represent 
u nion 
organization, 
nevertheless, 
and 
eventu ally 
everyone who work s will belong 
to some u nion. The u nion elec­ 
tions will acqu ire first-class po­ 
litical importance when the can­ 
didates for the pu blic 
elections 
are selected in the u nions, su b­ 
ject, of cou rse, to deviou s u nion 
politics. 
It may have been noticed that 
President Roosevelt has given the 
u nions great encou ragement and 
ignored their sins, while indu stry 
and many of the rank and file 
failed piteou sly in their misery, 
bu t it will be noticed also that 
when the president, with his fine 
sense of things, decided that the 
u nion shou ld be pressed into line 
his su ggestion conveyed no hint 
of antagonism. They will be in­ 
du ced and persu aded to co-oper­ 
ate with the national government 
in retu rn from favors already re­ 
ceived and other assistance yet to 
come, and the co-operation will 
presently harden into established 
cu stom and compu lsion. 
Possibly they will be forced 
to 
yield to some degree of su pervis­ 
ion over their internal 
affairs, 
su ch as finances, 
elections and 
trials. That wou ld not embarrass 
the boss u nioneers u ndu ly, 
be­ 
cau se, after all, the politicians of 
the cities and states have enjoyed 
great freedom while beholden 
to 
the national government. 
This evolu tion will be pretty 
painfu l on the middle class and 
the employers, 
bu t 
their 
case 
seems hopeless, anyway. 
They 
lack u nity of interests and pu r­ 
poses. They are handicapped by 
petty principles and ideals. They 
are not aggressive, and they feel 
whipped, and, anyway the gov­ 
ernment is on the way to become 
the bank er and mortgage holder 
to whom all bu siness will have to 
appeal for bu siness money and 
thu s for approval of its opera­ 
tions. 
Never having seen the 
place 
toward which we are progressing 
I can’t describe the streets, bu t it 
is easy, if impolite, to point the 
direction in which it lies.
